Faculty  and  Staff 

Among  the  new  members  of  the  faculty  who  will  be  welcomed  at 
Sweet  Briar  this  year  will  be  Miss  Drue  Matthews,  who  comes  as 
Assistant  to  the  Dean  and  Instructor  in  History.  Miss  Matthews  will 
take  the  place  of  Miss  Willa  R.  Young,  for  the  past  nine  years  Assist- 
ant to  the  Dean  and  General  Adviser  to  Freshmen,  whose  resignation 
was  announced  last  spring.  Miss  Young  has  already  taken  up  her  duties 
as  head  of  the  preparatory  school  for  girls,  Cragmore,  which  will  open 
at  Blue  Ridge,  North  Carolina,  in  1940. 

Miss  Matthews  received  her  A.B.  Degree,  with  Phi  Beta  Kappa 
honors,  from  Mount  Holyoke  College,  where  she  also  completed  her 
master's  degree.  A  year  before  her  graduation  from  Mount  Holyoke, 
she  received  the  Community-International  Relations  Club  Scholarship 
for  study  at  Geneva  in  the  summer  of  1934.  Miss  Matthews  was  Resi- 
dent Fellow  at  Mount  Holyoke  from  1935  to  1938,  when  she  accepted 
the  post  of  assistant  to  the  Resident  Head  of  The  Stuart  School  in 
Boston.  She  also  tutored  in  Modern  History  and  Economics  at  The 
Stuart  School. 

Several  members  of  the  faculty  will  be  on  sabbatical  leave  during 
the  coming  year.  Miss  Lois  Wilcox,  assistant  professor  of  Art,  will  be 
on  leave  for  the  entire  year,  and  expects  to  study  in  art  centers  in  this 
country,  especially  at  the  Colorado  Springs  Art  Center,  and  in  Europe 
if  conditions  permit.  Miss  Margaret  Bouton  has  been  appointed  in- 
structor in  Art  for  1939-40  and  will  supply  for  Miss  Wilcox  during 
her  absence.  Miss  Bouton  received  her  undergraduate  training  in  art 
at  Wellesley,  where  she  took  her  bachelor's  degree  in  1935.  She  has 
spent  two  years  doing  graduate  work  at  Radcliffe  and  Harvard  in  the 
Fine  Arts  Department,  working  toward  the  Ph.D.  degree.  Miss  Bouton 
has  traveled  and  studied  widely  in  France,  Belgium,  England,  Scotland 
and  Italy,  and  speaks  both  French  and  Italian. 
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Dr.  Helen  K.  Mull,  associate  professor  of  Philosophy,  Psychology 
and  Education,  will  be  on  sabbatical  leave  for  1939-40,  working  on  a 
piece  of  research  in  the  psychology  of  vision  and  also  carrying  on  re- 
search in  the  psychology  of  music,  utilizing  the  resources  of  the  East- 
man School  of  Music  in  Rochester.  Supplying  in  the  department  as 
instructor  in  Psychology  will  come  Mrs.  Cecile  Finley,  a  graduate  of 
Bryn  Mawr  College  who  took  the  M.A.  and  Ph.D.  degrees  from  the 
University  of  Virginia.  In  addition  she  has  done  graduate  work  at 
Columbia  University  and  research  work  at  Cambridge  University  in 
England.  Her  teaching  experience  has  been  in  private  preparatory 
school  and  high  school  work,  with  the  exception  of  clinical  work  and 
the  training  of  psychologists  in  the  Child  Guidance  Clinics  of  the 
University  of  Virginia  Hospital  during  1936-37. 

Miss  Harriet  H.  Rogers,  Director  of  Physical  Education,  will  also 
be  on  sabbatical  leave  during  the  first  semester  of  the  coming  year. 
Miss  Rogers  expects  to  spend  a  large  part  of  her  leave  studying  in  New 
York.  She  will  also  act  as  chairman  of  the  Selection  Committee  of  the 
Southeast  Hockey  Tournament  at  Montclair,  New  Jersey;  and  as  a 
member  of  the  National  Selection  Committee  in  Cleveland,  Ohio,  dur- 
ing November.  Miss  Betty  King  will  act  as  head  of  the  department  of 
Physical  Education  in  the  absence  of  Miss  Rogers  this  fall. 

The  Department  of  Physical  Education  experiences  more  changes 
this  year  than  any  other,  as  in  addition  to  Miss  Rogers'  absence,  two 
members  of  the  department  have  resigned  and  their  posts  are  being 
filled  by  new  members.  Miss  Nora  Staael,  for  the  past  seven  years  in- 
structor in  Physical  Education  in  charge  of  the  dance,  has  left  Sweet 
Briar  to  teach  at  the  State  Teachers  College  at  St.  Cloud,  Minnesota. 
As  her  successor  comes  Miss  Helen  P.  Alkire,  who  holds  the  B.S.  and 
M.A.  degrees  from  the  Ohio  State  University,  where  for  the  past  three 
years  she  has  acted  as  part-time  instructor  in  dancing.  Miss  Alkire  has 
also  done  dance  work  under  Hanya  Holm  at  the  Bennington  College 
School  of  the  Dance. 

Miss  Helen  Davis,  who  has  been  an  instructor  in  Physical  Educa- 
tion since  1934,  has  also  resigned,  and  Miss  Betty  King  has  been  pro- 
moted from  the  assistantship  to  the  post  of  instructor.  The  assistant- 
ship  in  Physical  Education  has  been  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Miss 
Maida  Riggs.  Miss  Riggs  holds  the  B.S.  degree  from  the  Massachusetts 
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State  College,  and  received  her  training  in  physical  education  at  the 
Bouve-Boston  School  of  Physical  Education,  where  she  recently  gradu- 
ated. She  has  had  teaching  experience  as  part-time  instructor  at  the 
Chestnut  Hill  School  in  Brookline,  Massachusetts,  and  in  camp  work. 

In  the  absence  of  Miss  Rogers,  Miss  Lisle  Turner  of  Richmond, 
Virginia,  has  been  secured  as  an  instructor  in  riding  at  Sweet  Briar. 
Miss  Turner  is  a  former  student  of  Sweet  Briar,  where  she  spent  two 
years.  She  received  her  bachelor's  degree  at  Vanderbilt  University.  Her 
riding  instruction  was  secured  largely  at  Ward-Belmont  and  at  Camp 
Telawooket.  She  has  had  much  experience  in  teaching  riding  at  several 
camps  and  at  Dana  Hall,  Wellesley,  Massachusetts,  where1  she  assisted 
Captain  Boswell. 

Miss  Minna  D.  Reynolds,  assistant  professor  of  English,  who  has 
been  a  member  of  Sweet  Briar's  faculty  since  1920,  will  be  on  sabbat- 
ical leave  during  1939-40,  and  has  announced  her  retirement  to  be 
effective  at  the  end  of  that  time. 

Mrs.  Elizabeth  Grinnan  Jackson,  B.A.  and  M.A.  of  The  College 
of  William  and  Mary,  comes  to  Sweet  Briar  as  an  instructor  in  English 
this  year.  Mrs.  Jackson  has  recently  completed  a  biography  of  John 
Donne  which  she  worked  on  largely  while  in  England  last  summer. 
She  has  done  substitute  teaching  for  ten  years  in  Norfolk  high  schools 
and  was  an  English  Assistant  at  the  College  of  William  and  Mary  for 
two  years. 

Miss  Anne  MacRae  will  join  the  faculty  for  the  coming  year  as 
instructor  in  Biology.  Miss  MacRae  took  her  A.B.  degree  from  Sweet 
Briar  in  1932,  and  has  since  received  the  M.A.  degree  at  Johns  Hopkins 
University.  Following  her  work  at  Hopkins,  Miss  MacRae  returned  to 
China,  where  she  has  lived  most  of  her  life,  and  has  been  working  in 
a  clinic  connected  with  the  Episcopal  hospitals  in  Shanghai.  A  part  of 
her  work  consisted  in  teaching  laboratory  technic  to  the  Chinese  as- 
sistants in  the  hospitals.  Miss  MacRae  will  take  the  post  of  Mrs.  Eliza- 
beth Reeder  Schwartz,  who  resigned  to  join  her  husband  in  Missouri. 

Another  Sweet  Briar  graduate,  Miss  Martha  Clark,  comes  to  the 
Biology  Department  as  assistant  to  take  the  work  handled  last  year  by 
Miss  Hilah  Bryan.  Miss  Clark  took  the  B.S.  degree  in  1937,  and  has 
since  done  private  research  in  ornithology,  including  a  study  of  the 
nesting  habits  of  birds  at  Sweet  Briar  which  was  used  in  connection 
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with  the  Bird  Map  recently  published  by  the  Carry  Nature  Sanctuary, 
the  Alumnae  Association  and  the  Public  Relations  Department  of  the 
College. 

To  the  Chemistry  Department  comes  as  assistant  Miss  Thyllis 
Williams,  a  Phi  Beta  Kappa  graduate  of  Carleton  College.  For  the  past 
year  Miss  Williams  has  held  the  Skinner  Fellowship  at  Mount  Holyoke 
College,  where  she  has  done  graduate  work  toward  the  master's  degree 
in  chemistry.  In  addition  to  her  graduate  study  at  Mount  Holyoke, 
Miss  Williams  was  a  part-time  laboratory  assistant  in  chemistry. 

For  the  first  semester  of  the  coming  year  Miss  Mary  Ruth  Gardner 
has  been  appointed  assistant  in  the  Library,  during  the  absence  of  Miss 
Doris  Lomer,  the  Librarian.  Miss  Lomer  is  on  sabbatical  leave  and 
expects  to  spend  the  major  part  of  her  leave  visiting  college  libraries 
in  this  country  and  in  Canada,  studying  library  administration  and 
methods  of  dealing  with  special  collections  and  government  documents. 

Miss  Gardner  is  an  A.B.  graduate  from  Randolph-Macon  Woman's 
College  and  also  has  the  A.B.  in  library  science  from  the  Library  School 
of  Emory  University.  Miss  Gardner  was  a  student  assistant  in  the 
library  at  Randolph-Macon,  taught  school  for  several  years  after  her 
graduation,  and  last  year  took  up  the  study  of  library  work  at  Emory. 

Announcement  has  been  made  of  an  interesting  addition  to  the 
faculty  of  the  College  for  the  coming  year,  in  the  person  of  Dr.

Former  Students

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not  later  than  Thursday  morning,  September  21.  Registration  for  classes 
will  close  at  12  noon  Thursday,  September  21,  in  order  to  allow  time 
for  the  Committee  on  Registration  to  make  necessary  adjustments. 
After  that  time  no  changes  may  be  made  without  the  signed  consent 
of  the  instructor  and  of  the  Dean.  Attention  is  called  to  Faculty 
Rulings,  1,  3,  page  47  of  the  Students'  Handbook  for  1939-1940. 

"A  student  who  wishes  to  enter  a  class  after  the  general  registration 
must  obtain  permission  signed  by  the  Dean  and  the  instructor,  and 
present  it  to  the  Registrar.  She  will  be  enrolled  in  the  class  only  when 
a  card  signed  by  the  Registrar  is  presented  to  the  instructor." 

Students  must  file  return  registration  slips  by  6  p.m.  Thursday, 
September  21.  Rooms  will  not  be  held  for  students  who  arrive  after 
6  p.m.  of  the  day  of  Convocation,  unless  a  satisfactory  excuse  has  been 
presented  to  the  Dean  by  letter  or  telegram  before  that  time.
